AVILA  TO  HOST 

INTERNATIONAL  ART  CRIME  CONFERENCE 

An  international  Art  Crime  Conference  to  examine  the  growth  of  art 
crime  will  be  held  at  Avila  November  2 and  3.  Professionals  in  the  criminal 
justice  system,  dealers  in  art  and  antiques  and  gallery  and  museum  officials 
will  be  informed  about  strategies  and  techniques  for  dealing  with  art  crime. 

Various  law  enforcement  agencies  will  be  represented  on  the  panel 
including  the  Paris,  France,  INTERPOL  Office;  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  and  the  International  Art  Registry. 

Special  consultant  to  the  project  is  Detective  Robert  Volpe,  of  the  Art 
Crime  Unit,  New  York  City  Police  Department.  He  is  the  subject  of  the 
book.  Art  Cop,  and  will  soon  star  in  a movie  about  his  experiences. 

According  to  Myron  Brody,  Coordinator  of  Visual  Arts  and  project 
director,  this  is  believed  to  be  the  first  international  educational  conference 
of  its  kind.
